were chosen from respectable citizens 
in o:tch State to elect a President. 
There were no platforms and the elec- 
tors voted foi whom they pleased. 


Should those who believe ir. the re- 


monetization of silver elect a majority 
of tho Presidential electors, though 
under different party names, there 
would be nothing to prevent tho elec- 
tors from combining on one man for 
President aud electing him, bnt tbfie

In Alabama, the primaries resulted 


in the nomination of Joseph F. Johns- 
ton, silverito, over Clark, the gold advo- 
cate. Johnston is said to have 374 
votes out of 501 votes, though thoro is 
some dispute over the delegations in 
two counties. 


The Alabama and Missouri delega- 


tions to the Chicago Convention will 
join with other silver delegations to 
secure a free coinage candidate on a 
free coinage platform. As they are in 
the fight for principle, they will not 
participate in the nomination of a gold 
standard man, nor pledge themselves to 
support him. They expert assistance 
from at least twenty other States, and 
will have sufficient backing to set up 
business on their own account in oppo- 
sition to the gold men. 


No silver man worthy the name will 


remain an active participant in a State 
or National Convention, in this year of 
grace, which nominates a single gold 
standard candidate on a gold standard 
platform.

State. The laws iu this respect are 
said to be more strict than those of 
any other country on the globe. All 
the church property belongs to the 
Government and no religious society is 
permitted to own real estate. 
No 


priest or preacher of any denomination 
is permitted to wear church robes upon 
the public street. There are no sec- 
tarian schools and children of nil relig- 
ious denominations are admitted to tho 
schools upon equal terms. If a com- 
munity desires to build a church or 
house of worship, or requires a resi- 
dent priest it must apply to the Min- 
ister of Education, from whom the na- 
tional church receives its authority 
and by which it has been controlled for 
years. Some people think that there is 
too much interference on the part of 
the State with religion, -while others 
are of a different opinion. It would 
seem that a community desirous of 
building a house of worship should 
hare the privilege of doing so, if it bore 
the expense, and that it should have 
the right to select a minister of its 
choice to officiate in the church with- 
out consulting a State official. The 
Mexicans do not think so, however, and 
according to their laws every church is 
a public building and every clergyman 
ia licensed, by the State to officiate.

The Committee on Industrial School

WHEREAS, It is not good policy, good 


morality, or good humanity either to 
cast boys or girls criminally inclined,

trial school, which shall be a home, a 
school, a farm and a workshop in the 
best sense of all the terms.

THE FIRE. 


Phil Reibar'g Steam Laundry, Corner 


Fourth and Ralston Streets, Totally 
Destroyed. 
At a little before 5 o'clock yesterday 


afternoon a flre alarm was sounded 
from the western part of town, and it 
was almost immediately ascertained 
that Reiber's steam laundry, on the 
corner of Fourth and Ralston streets 
was on flre. Within three minutes' 
after the bell struck one steamer was 
on the way to the scene of the flre, and 
in a remarkably short time, consider- 
ing the distance, » stream was playing 
Oil the burning building. Owing to 
quite a heavy breeze and the location 
of the flre, Chief Hodgkinson did not 
wait for developments, but ordered the 
second steamer out, which was soon on 
the ground. The flre boys were highly 
commended for their prompt work and 
the quick mastery over the flames, not- 
withstanding the high wind and the 
close proximity to a lot of frame build- 
ings that, had they taken flre a terrible 
loss might have occurred. For over a 
block to the lee of the flre people 
moved out of their homes, preparing 
for the worst, as for a while it looked 
as if it would be among the impossi- 
bilities to save the block. 


Chief 
Hodgkinsoii 
handled 
the 


streams wondrously well and with the 
help of a bucket brigade on the out- 
buildings all danger was soon avertad. 
A number of strangers remarked that 
the boys did as pretty and quick work 
as they had ever seen by city firemen 
and they are deserving of all the praise 
that can be given. 


The laundry building, together with 


its contents, was a total loss. The 
building belonged to A. Mdntosh, and 
it is reported that Thos. Roberts held a 
mortgage of $1,200 upon it. 


The machinery and apparatus in the 


building was the property of Major 
Phil Reiber, who only day before yes- 
terday had pui cLaaed the interest of 
his partner. 


The origin of the flre is unknown. 


Major Heiber tnys that it was first dis- 
covered in what is called the starch 
room adjoining the dryer. He rushed 
to the engine to turn on the water, but 
was driven back by the flames. Noth- 
ing was saved except a few bundles of 
clothes belonging to patrons and many 
of them are severe losers. The loss 
of the building and contents is esti- 
mated at $3,500; no insurance. It is a 
severe blow to Major Reiber, for he 
bad just succeeded in completing his 
arrangements to push the business 
ahead, but in a few moments every- 
thing was wiped out. Hie future move- 
ments had not been decided upon last 
evening.

A very attractive ornamental art of 


recent introduction is, aa btuted, the pro 
dnction of an imitation beacTwork on 
fabrics of various kinds by me^ns of 
what is known as ghts^ powder, or 
"diamantine," the result being patterns 
which present an appearance similar to 
that exhibited by glass beads on close or 
open meshed fabiics. The method of 
operation in carryiug out this idea is 
said to be simple—that is, the fabric is 
coated by means of molding boards with 
resinous substances, composed of, say, 
00 parts of guaiacum and 80 parts ot 
ehellao, dissolved in 100 parts of alco- 
hol, 
10 parts of glycerin being added to 


the solution under continuous stirring. 
After the composition has been carefully 
distributed over the surface of the fab- 
ric the glass powder is strewn on it 
and firmly pressed by repeated rolling, 
etc., tho glass powder being pro 
. d by 


thorough pulverizing or poundiuH, and
